“No one understood creat- 
ing a better world for the future 
more than James Farmer,” said 
Reverend Duane Kay at the 
dedication ceremony which 
dedicated the school library to 
James Farmer on Nov. 21,1999. 

“It was fitting that the area 
schools honor him,” said ad- 
ministrator Dr. Bill Childs. 

Three guest speakers were 
present to share their stories of 
Farmer. Kay, Venitta McCall, 
an employee at Mary Washing- 
ton College and Brenda Sloan, 
a friend of Farmer’s, conveyed 
their appreciation for Farmer’s 


achievements. 





“What better way to have 
just a small part of making a 
legacy continue,” McCall said 
of the dedication. 

She continued with the de- 
scription of the Latin root, ld, 
which means freedom. The man 
who struggled to achieve equal- 
ity and integration peacefully, 
who loved to read, is now me- 
morialized forever in a library, 
she said. 

Sloan described Farmer as a 
hard worker, whom she re- 
spected and revered. She spent 
hours listening to Farmer share 
stories of his activities, from 
organizing the nation’s first sit- 


in in Chicago in 1942, to tales 
of his teaching days at Mary 
Washington College from 1985 
to 1998. Sloan worked with 
Farmer when President Clinton 
awarded him the Presidential 
Medal of Freedom in 1998. 

“He came through the back 
door, so I could come through 
the front door,” said Sloan. 

Kay, one of the original James 
Farmer scholars when the legacy 
began in 1987, added he be- 
lieves the name of the group 
signifies dignity, courage, 
strength and inspiration; that 
the group bears not only 
Farmer’s name, but also his 
spirit.

Practice certainly paid off as the Boys’ Bas- 
ketball team made a dramatic improvement 
from last year’s 1-17 record. Sayles saw the 
team’s maturing as a huge contribution to this 
year’s 14-8 record. 

“Last year was rough because everybody 
was new to each other and we had to learn a 
whole new system together. Since we had 
seniors on the team this year we had better 
leadership and we played better together, 
whereas last year we were younger and not as 
experienced,” he said. 

Sayles’s own experience began at the age 
of seven when he started playing park and rec 
basketball in Spotsylvania. 

“It was hard for me learning how to shoot, 
but dribbling came naturally to me,” said Sayles 
of his early years. 

His interest in the sport grew as he pro- 
gressed through school. Sayles was a mem- 
ber of his middle school basketball team in 
seventh and eighth grade and _ the freshman 
and varsity teams at Chancellor before coming 
to Massaponax. As a junior, Sayles immedi- 
ately gained a starting position and role as 
team leader, a role which he continued this 
year as a senior. 

“Being a captain was difficult because I had 
to get everyone to listen to me, and! had to stay 
serious and focused even when the other guys 
were goofing off,” he said. 

Sayles, who was also a starting striker on 
the Boys’ Soccer Team, decided to take his 
leadership and talents to Ferrum College in the 
fall where he planned to “follow through” on 
his education. However, he considered his 
years in high school to be fun and worthwhile. 

“High school was hard at the beginning, 
but over time it became easier for me. | was 
able to meet new people and learn things that 
will be useful to me later in life,’ Sayles said. 

Sayles and the rest of his senior peers that 
move on to lives after high school, will take 
with them the many experiences and lasting 
memories from the past four years that en- 
abled each one of them to get a life.
